A largo industrial area is located along the 10 km of highway toward Saratov, 
including a glass factory under construction and the Saratov Tractor Fac- 
tory Ho* 306, from which the Autobasa received its roller-moving machinery 
for heavy chassis* 

The autobasa, a tractor repair shop, is located about 10 kilometers west
